Dickerson Eun bridge was raised on 
Wednesday morning and traffic is now, 
open over tbe bridge, which eliminates 
one of the moat dangerous crossings 
in the county. 


Traffic was held up just a. little over 


an hour in making the connection of 
the old bridge with the new span on 
the Dfckeraon Run side. The work 


e done by the National Construc- 


tion company of Pittsburg.

erty goes the honor of being the last 
woman to cross the structure be'fore 
raising and JRaj- NevUle of Dawson 
and Isaac Byers were tne last men to 
travel over it. JtMt who made the 
first trip over the new stroture after 
it was raised cannot be said as there 
was quite a crowd in han'd to make 
the trip. 


The raising of the span was acjcom-_ 


plished without a bitch or accident. 
The engine which did the work of 
raising was started at 11 A. M and 
was stopped at just 11.30, with th« 
spaa resting just on a level with the 
new span. The delivery track of J. 
F. Black & Company, driven by R. "W. 
Black, was the first vehicle to cross 
after the raising. 


The span was raised 25 feet and six 


inches in height. 
Its total weight 


was 60 tons. The hoisting 
engine 


which did the work is a late model 
Ladgerwood of 35 horsepower. 
The 


extension, which is of modern con- 
struction, is 163 feet six inches in 
length, weighing 
85 tons. 
Twelve 


hundred cubic yards of concrete were 
used in the building of the' viadnct, 
and 26,000 bnck were utilized in the 
paving of the viaduct. 


The work was started on raising 


the bridge last July. The company 
was handicapped in several 
ways, 


principally, the shortage of labor and

It is tbe second part of a large 
report, which is intended to treat of 
all the coal fields of this cboatry, ex- 
clusive of Alaska, 


Ohio is one of tbe great coal-pro- 


docing states, standing fourth in the 
list,, witt over 22^000^)00 -tons to Its 
credit in 1916, and aleo fourth in or- 
der in the total number of tons pro- 
duced "since. mioig began. Since 1SJ8 
ibere have been 'mined in Ohio more 
than 700,000,000 tons of coal. This 
looks like an extremely large amount, 
but at he present rate of consump- 
tion,^ it would last the United States 
onjy a; little more than a year. 


Professor Bownocker describes the 


beds of coal that . have produced this 
large, amount, together with beds not 
yet mined. Altogether the coal beds 
of the state, are capable of produc- 
ing prrjbary 86,000,000,000' tons in the 
future when the demand will be so 
great that even, impure coals and thin 
beds will be worked;
